At one timo the department ' s Civil Divigion, wliich handles that lcind of litiga- 
tion, had a oew of six lawyers working to defeat me. They actually called themeslvcs 
the "Got Weis berg” crew! And v/ero they dirty! 

But they were not used to opponents who. did not^ fear them and who was capable 
of fighting then as they liad not been fought before -by t king the initiative against 
them, by attacking bower from weakness in wliat 1 tliink of as intellectual judo. 1 proved 
they were suborning perjury and tint the FBI was perjuring iself • I did not do tliat in 
lawyers’ pleading. 1 did it by iiuiking myself subjact to their charging me with perjury 
if I were not trutliful. Tho crooked and Rearing judges, knowing full wliat what the FBI 
i3 capable of, did nothing but surrender their Cfcistitutional judicial independence. 

But once when t was able to force them to respond their "defense” agains my jierjury

charge was that I could make such allegations ad infinitim since I was knew more 
about that assassination and its investigations tliat anyone working for the FBI. So 
they were able to get away with perjury to continue to withtpld records but a tliird of ‘
